Mrs. Elizabeth Healy, wife of a druggist 
in the Revere house, was murdered yesterday 
afternoon about 1 o’elock in her residence 
at 2449 Lincoln avenue. The assassin found 
Mrs. Healy at work in the kitchen at the 
back of her flat. He picked up one of the 
bread knives lying on the kitchen table. pur- 
sued her to an inclosed porch, and slashed 
her throat. 

The murderer, evidently aware of the dan- 
gers of finger print evidence, took the trou- 
ble to put on gloves before the crime. A 
pair of canvas gloves, blood stained, were 
found in the kitchen, 


Description of Suspect. 

After a preliminary investigation of the 
crimé Capt. Max Danner of the Sheffield ave- 
nue police station at night sent out a general 
alarm for the arrest of a man said to have 
been lurking in the neighborhood of the Healy 
flat for some daye and to have insulted a 
number of women. The description given to 
the police is as follows:

German Vice Admiral Ex- 
plains His Side of Inci- 
dent in Manila Bay.

BADEN BADEN, Germany, Feb. 24.—The 
controversy ever the Aae between the 


was made the subject of a statement today 
by Vice Admiral von Diederichs, commander 
of the German warships, 

The German admiral took issue with the 
statements made by Admiral Dewey in his 
autebiography and said he felt himself forced 
to give his side of the case out of consid- 
eration for the honor of his country end his 
officers. 

Admiral von Diederichs attributed the trou- 
bles between the Germans and the Americans 
largely to malicious reports in the English 
papers in China and the absence of definite 
regulations governing the blockade. 


Sought to Support 

He was desirous of codperating with and 
supporting Admiral Dewey from the begin- 
ning, he said, but the American admiral’s 
fondness for Capt. Chichester, in command 
of the British squadron, and the time Ad- 
miral Dewey spent with the British offi- 
cers kept him from seeing as much of Ad- 
miral Dewey as he would have wished. 

The foundation of the trouble wae laid with 
the arrival of the first German cruiser, the 
Irene. It was reported in Aula that the 
Irene’s band played the Spanish anthem 
when passing the American squadron. 

As @ matter of fact, the admiral said, the 
band played the American anthem. - 


Explains Fleet Concentration. 

The concentration of the German squad- 
ron in Manila bay, to which Admiral Dewey 
objects, was due, according to Admiral yon 
Diederichs, to a purely fortuitous chain of 
circumstances. He believed German inter- 
este at Manila would be adequately pro- 
tected by the small cruisers, Irene and Cor- 
moran, and plannéd te concentrate the rest 
of his squadron at Tsing-Tao. The em- 
peror, however, sent a cable message to him 
to proceed to Manila and assume personal 
eharge. 

No mail steamer was available and the 
flagship Kaiser, a first class cruiser, was un- 
dergoing repairs at Nagasaki. So Admiral 
von Diederichs and Flag Lieut. von Hintze, 
now minister to Mexico, sailed on the pro-

It must be apparent to politicians in

PUTTING IT FRANELY. 

Wherever the advocates of subsidy for 
the coastwise shipping monopoly. try to 
stand they find their position untenable in 
equity, law, and honor. Mr. Henry White, 
former ambassador to France, was secreé- 
tary of the embassy in London in 1808. He 
says that there was no doubt in the minds 
of any of the men who had part in the draw- 
ing of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty that the 
words “all nations” were intended to lin- 
clude the United States and to prevent dis- 
crimination in favor of American shipping. 

The canal was to be open to the vessels 
of all nations upon terms of equality. “ All 
nations included —did not exclude — the 
United States. The treaty was so worded 
and the intent was that it should be con- 
strued strictly in accordance with its terms, 

Advocates of exemption now would read 
into the phraseology the words “ other 
the United States.” | 

Nobody,“ says Mr. White, not in touch 
with diplomatic affairs could realize what a 
deplorable thing it is to find that this coun- 
try is going back on its word.” 

Advocates of exemption are forced to 
assert: “ We are indifferent to the point of 
honor, it is a piece of childish sentimental- 
ism. We are indifferent to the intent of the 
treaty. We are indifferent Whether the vio- 
lation of the treaty brings the nation Into 
disrepute and isolates it. We do not care 
whether the act alienates friends or makes 
enemies. | 

We are determined that a subsidy in the 
form of toll exemption shall be granted 
American coastwise trading. We know that 
American coastwise trading is controlled by 
a monopoly. We know that this monopoly 
la protected from foreign competition by law 
prohibiting other than American vessels 
from engaging In coastwise trade. 

“We hope that the subsidy granted by 
breaking the treaty. will be divided between 
the monopoly and eastern shippers. We 
are not certain that the monopoly will not 
absorb it entirely, but we hope that a part 
of the price of dishonor will be distributed 
to the shippers. 

We know that to the extent that a divi- 
sion of benefits is made there is an injustice 
done inland sections of the country. We 
are indifferent to that. We know that the 
canal itself will be commercially injurious 
to sections of the country by reason of the 
fact that it offers to the seaboard a new 
trade route which the inland states cannot 
use. 

We know that the inland states were 
willing to accept disadvantages naturally 


| resulting from the construction of the caral, 


and to such extent as they might be injured 
regarded it as a proper sacrifice to national 
development. We are determined to in- 
crease the injury artificially. We have 
obtained the passage of a law which super- 
adds injury by legislation. We are deter- 


mined to prevent the repeal of that law in 


spite of the reasonable demands of the 


‘Inland states and in spite of the arguments 


of the president, who bases his recommen- 
dations upon considerations of international 
equity and national honor. 

“We are indifferent to such considers- 
tions. We are reasonably certain that our 
passionate declarations in favor of Ameri- 
can control of what American money and 
ingenuity has built will deceive Americans 
in spite of their falseness and hypocrisy. 
We are reasonably certain that we can fur- 
ther deceive the nation by accusing our op- 
ponents of being tools of railroads anxious 
to avoid effective water competition. 

Thus by flamboyance and falsehood we 
are reasonably certain we can feed monop- 
oly, do injustice to part of the country, and 
dishonor all of it.”

LEICESTER FOR VACCINATION. 
T never bins but it pours. For years 
the anti-vaccinationists have offered 
Niagara Falls and Leicester, England, as 
their convincing arguments. Poor Ni- 
agara in the throes of smallpox wants 
to get out of the limelight. Now comes the 
health officer of Leicester, O. K. Millard, giv- 
ing his views in the Chadwick public lectures. 
The meeting was presided over by Dr. Wil- 
liam Collins, the chairman of the Chadwick 
trustees and the sponsor for the minority ro- 
port of the British vaccination commission. 
The Leicester health officer said he bo- 
lieved absolutely in the power of recent vac- 
cination to protect completely against amall- 
Vaccination repeated as often as necessary 
is invaluable for protecting those who, for 
any reason, are especially exposed to the la- 
fection of sme as doctors and nurses. 
It is of great value for protecting persons 
after actual exposure to smallpox, as small 
pox contacts. Vaccination has a remarka- 
ble power of modifying and mitigating small- 
pox for many years after its power to protect 
against the attack has wornoff, Moreover, 
the protection conferred by vaccination can 
be renewed by revaccination. 


~~. 

The anti-va¢cinationists have made wild 
assertivns about the nature and origin vf vac- 
cine lymph. Furthermore, they made a 
great mistake in contesting the opinion that 
vaccination protects the individual against 
emalipox. Millard of Leicester sass that it 
does and the proof is incontestable. So much 
for one aide. 

Now for the other. He is opposed to com- 
pulsory infantile vaccination, and these are 
his reasons: In the first place, he thinks 
the danger is greater than the vaccination- 
ists say itis. That, however, is not his prin- 
cipal reason. He thinks that infantile vac- 
eina tion has made the disease so mild that it 
is barder for the health officer to protect his 
community against It. 

“The great difficulty in controlling the 
spread of smalipox is the occurrence of very 
mild un cases which spread in- 
fection broadcast before precautions can be 
taken. They occur almost entirely among 
vaccinated persons, and because they were 
so vaccinated.” 

In other words, infantile vaccination hy 
its very success in mitigating smallpox, after 
its power to protect from attack has worn 
out, may havea distinct tendency to enconr- 
age the spread of the disease. It is possible 
that this tendency more than neutralizes any 
benefit from the fact that vaccination largely 
protects the child population from smallpox. 

Finally, Millard has great faith in tre 
efficacy of sastitation. Men of broad ex- 
perieace would not wholly agree with Mil- 
lard's conclusions as to the efficacy of sanita- 
tion alone, nor as to the cause of the mildness 
of the present smallpox. But those are really 
minor points. —

Tt is not only among the Jews that Balaam 
has been @ source of controversy. The Very 
Rev. Dr. J. Armitage Robinson, who still 
holds the office of lord high almoner, 
bestowed upon him by King Edward, and who 
is now dean of Wells, publicly proclaimed 
some years ago, while dean of Westminster 
abbey, his disbelief in the scriptural story 
to the effect that Balaam's ass on a memora- 
bie occasion became endowed with powers of 
speech. 

This excited an tmmense amount of crit- 
icism in religious circles, and the dean was 
openly charged with heresy, petitions being 
even addressed to Edward VII. as supreme 
head of the established church of Engiand, 
to deprive Dr. Robinson of his deanery of 
Westminster abbey. 

The late king, however, turned a deaf ear 
to these clamorings, and a few weeks after- 
wards appointed Dr. Robinson to the ancient 
and honorable office of lord high almoner, an 
office usually held by a bishop. 

Edward VIL may, therefore, be regarded as 
having given his approval to the views of the 
dean and also of the Rothschilds, on the much 
discussed subject of Balaam.

Add the chopped meat, a teaspoonful of salt for 
each quart of liquid and pepper to taste and 
heat again to the boiling point.

ELLIS DEMANDS CUSTODY

Writ of Habeas Corpus to Be Filed in 
Cincinnati for Man on Trial for 


Slaying His Wife Here 


4 writ of habeas corpus for the custody 
of the two daughters of William Cheney 
Billie will be filed im the federal court ip 
Cincinnati today by attorneys represen 
the father, who is on trial for his life for 
the murder of his wife. The children, Blea- 
nor, 2 years old, and Violet, 8 years old, are 
pow in the care of the parents of the slain 
mother. 

The jury in the murder trial was completed 
yesterday before Judge Adelor J. Petit. 
Ellis’ defense is temporary insanity. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Stephen Malato 
opened for the prosecution. Ellis wept and 
some of the jurors dried their eyes when the 
prosecutor described the killing of the 
leather merchant's wife in the Sherman 
hotel.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 24—Mayor James M. 
Curley, who, in addition to being chief magis- 
trate ot this city; has deen trying to hold 
down a job as congressman from one of the 
Boston districts, resigned hig seat in the 
national house today. 

In à statement he said that be took the 
step as a result of the action of Minority 
Leader James R. Mann of Chicago, who in- 
troduced a resolution in congress yesterday 
proposing that Mr. Curlex's seat be declared 
vacant. The ‘resignation ig to be effective 
from Feb. 4 

Demanded Curley Be Ousted. 

The resolution introduced by Mr. Mann set 
forth that the offices of mayor and repre- 
sentative in congress are incompatible and 
it is impossible for one man to perform the 
duties of both.“ and proposed that Mr. Cur- 
ley's seat be declared vacant. 

At the suggestion of Democratic Leader 
Underwood, Representative Mann agreed 
that the resolution should go to the judiciary 
committee without debate. 


Got Pay for Both Jobs. 
The Curley case had been discussed for 


weeks about the capitol in Washington. Mr. 


Curley drew his monthly salary as a con- 
gressman on Feb. 4, two days after he took 
the oath of office as mayor of Boston. 

It was said that he indicated at the time 
his intention of holding both offices until the 
end of the present session of congress, to 
redeem pledges made to the people of bis dis- 
trict and to save Boston the expense of a 
special election to name his successor. 

Tonight Secretary of State F. J. Donahue 
said the special election to fill the vacancy 
would be held on Tuesday April 7.

Displaying more speed and cleverness than 
in any of his other contests in the last few 
years, Charley Cutler, the American heavy- 
weight champion, demonstrated his superior- 
ity over Gustav Fristensky, the Bohentian, 
in 10:48 in the main bout of the wrestling 
show staged at the Coliseum last night by the 
Globe A. C. 

Cutler won the match in straight falls, and 
accomplished the trick in such easy fashion 
that no doubt was left as to his superiority.

Result Surprises Big Crowd. 

Cutler’s victory was a surprise to one of 
the biggest crowds that have seen a wrestling 
show in Chicago this year. At the call of 
time the grapplers waded into each other and 
started to bull and rough matters. After the 
American had missed an under crotch hold, 
Fristensky threw his opponent to the mat 
with a head lock. Quick as a flash, Cutler 
took the aggressive and then, side rolling his 
opponent, he gradually fo his shoulders 
to the mat. 

Cutler’s quick and decisive victory in the 
first fall was a revelation to the fans, and 
many jumped into the ring and congratulated 
him. Cutler did not leave the ring between 
falis, but Fristensky went to his dressing 
room. During the intermission the Ameri- 
can shook hands with at least 1,000 mat fans. 


Starts Second Bout with Rush. 
At the call of time for the second fall, 
Cutler rushed his opponent in a confident 


manner and it soon became apparent that he was 
the foreigper’s master. Frigiensky was cautious 
and and would not take any chances. After 
Cutler had missed an under crotch held, Fris- 
tensky took the offensive by throwing Charley 
to the mat with a headlock. Cutler wing locked

RESERVE SYSTEM WINS BANKS 


Memberships Sought by 7,465 
Nationals; Only 18 Decline. 


TEN NOT YET ON RECORD, 


Total Capital of Those Accepting Will 
Overtop $1,100,000,000.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—Official count 
by treasury officials today showed 7,465 na- 
tional banks have applied for membership 
in the federal reserve system, that eighteen 
banks have notified the organization com- 
mittee that they will not,apply, and ten 
have not been heard from. 


The capital of the banks applying amounts 


to $1,054,533,554, which is 99.75 per cent of 
the capital of ali national banks in the 
country. The capital of banks not accept- 
ing is placed at $1,000,000, and that of the 
ten not heard from at $570,000. 

In an official announcement giving these 
figures the reserve bank organization com- 
mittee tonight said that although explana- 
tions had not been sent with the notifications 
of nonacceptance by the eighteen banks, 
in several instances the records showed that 
the banks had arranged some time ago to 
‘go into liquidation, and one bank had beer 

absorbed by another. 


Few Banks Fail to Respond. 

Of the ten not heard from, two had 
filed papers asking permission to liquidate 
and three had been too recently organized 
to pass the necessary resolutions of ac- 


.ceptance, so only five are really considered 


as being in the class of those yet to re 
spond. 

The figures for the state banks and trust 
companies have not been tabulated, but 
sixty such institutions have asked for ap- 
proval of their applications. It was esti- 
mated tonight that their capitalization will 
be sufficient to put the total of all banks 
applying to date beyond the §1,100,000,000 
mark. ; 

It is regarded certain that the new system 
will be launched with authorized capita) of 
at least $100,000,000.
